A great crowd of soldiere, 
asilora and civiliana bared their 
hesda. in silence ag Viscoent 
Ishii stepped forward and pleced 
on the tomb of the commodore a 
large wreath made ap in the 
ooloure of Japan, white lilies and 
red gladioli. 

Retiring a fow pesoss the vis- 
count bowed. profoundly before 
the tomb: and resumed hia: ‘place 
in the semicircle” formed ' by 
other members of the mission and 
naval officers. | Oze by one. each 
member of the mission stepped 
forward silently and bowed low 
before the grave. Aa the last 
one paid hia tribute, Biehop 
Janes DeWolf Perry,- of the 
Episcopal diocese of Rhode ‘Taland, 
offered a brief prayer. Thon the 
entire aézembly stood ar attention 
while-thé tend.once more played 
the ‘Japanese cational anthem 
and the Ster Spangled Banzer. 

The cerensny was simple and 
impresuive, The only ‘address 
was by Bishop Perry.
